The Mnorhead farm is locat- 
ed two miles west of Mortimer ;tnd is 
operated by the Ohio Oil company-. 
At 9 o'clock a shooter arrived at the 
well with ;!0 quarts of nltro-glycerine, 
twenty quarts of which he lowered in 
the well. 
In Setting the she!) down, lie 


used a new hemp line, owing to the 
elasticity of the. rope, he was unable 
to determine whether or uot the line 
had neon unhooked. 


ThiniUng that, the shell had been un- 


hooked, he gave the si.enal to start the 
engine.

Al!'.'n township, s^iys :i Pindiay ex- 
c-haiige. The Moorhead farm is locat- 
ed two miles west of Mortimer and is 
operated by the Ohio Oil company. 
At 9 o'clock' a shooter arrived at the 
wt-ll with :;o quarts of nitro-glycerlnp, 
twenty ciuarts of which hy lowered in 
the Well. 
In letting tin- shel! down, lie 


used a now hemp line, owing to the 
elasticity of the rope, he was unable 
to determine whether or not tin.* line 
had been unhooked. 


Thinking that the shell bad been un- 


hookC'il. lie gave the signal to .start, the 
cir-;!ii'-.

is placed on l/ic engine to save time 
When the shell started all went we!:

casing. The concussion caused by the 
shell's leaving the fluid was sufficient 
to cause the twenty quarts of ihe ex- 
plosive to lot loose with a terrific jar, 
which buried the casing forty

TAXATION IN EUROPE. 


The Italian Is the Mont Burdened; 


Subject In (lit,- Old -World. 


It ias Iweu said that wlieu. ix man !s 


unhappily circumstanced lie derives a 
sort of grim satisfaction from tbe 
knowledge that there is somewhere an- 
oth-ar innfOrtunate whose case is even 
worse tbau his own, says the London 
Mail, If tbls allegation be well t'ouud- 
ed, the British taxpayer, wh(j has been 
fumiug and fretting recently on account 
of the increased burdens placed upon 
him by the budget, should feel greatly 
comforted when he learns that he is 
not taxed anything' like so heavily as 
other Europeans. 


Take tlie Italians, for example. Their 


accnmulated taxes are a positive night- 
mare. An Italian pays away in taxes 
22 per cent of his earnings, compared 
»vitb the Britisher's 9.3. The population 
of Italy is 10,000,000 less than that of 
Great Britain, and yet the income tax 
in the former country is made to pro- 
duce as much as in the United King- 
dom. 
. 


An even more striking comparison is 


that between Russia and Italy. Russia 
bas a population of 93.000.000; Italy 
lias only 30,000.000, and yet the total 
amount of the income tax is the same 
in both countries. Italy has a. debt of 
£500,000,000, -which is growing at the 
rate of £14,000,000 a year. The only 
way the Italians can escape the taxa- 
tion is to emigrate, and this they arc 
doing in considerable numbers. 


France has £20,000,000 more taxes 


than Britain. Each Inhabitant nays 11 
shillings a year more than any one 
lucky enougk to be living in the United 
Kingdom. Moreover, an Englishman's 
earnings are greater than those of a 
Frenchman, The latter devotes 13.0 per 
cent of his income to tnuintaiami,' his 
country. 


The UuriufiQ is much better off thau 


his Gallic neighbor. He pays in taxes 
nearly 30 shillings a year less, or only 
1.0.4 per cent of his earnings. Another 
proof of the prosperity of Great Brit- 
ain is that, whereas each subject of the 
fatherland contributes £1 a year less to 
the revenue than au Englishman, he 
really parts with 1 per cent ruore of bis 
wages. 


Hollanders are more heavily taxed 


than Britishers. Substantial taxes are 
imposed on such necessaries as sugar, 
salt, soap and beef. The result is that 
each resident in the country of canals 
aust needs set aside ITi.l per ceut of 
his income to meet the requirements of 
the national expenditure.

There 
is Gtte hotly and one spirit even as ye 
are called in one hope of your calling," 
and further, "3e of the same mina one 
toward another.

Be perfect, he of one 
mind, live in peace, and the God of 
love and peace shall be with you. 
Fulfil ye my joy, that ye he likemind- 
ed. having the same !ove, being of one 
accord, of one mind. Peter says; 
"Finally, be ye all one mind, having 
compassion one of another, -love as 
brethren, he pitful, be courteous." 
In His last prayer with His apostles 
Christ expressed himself thus about 
the Christians:

The sacraments are founded 
on the word of God and tfoulcl be no 
means of giatj if the word was not 
there. 
Besides we know that God's 


word is to be constantly used :r. the 
church and by a!i Christians for the 
promotion of God's Kingdom in the 
hearts of individuals and among peo- 
ple ia general. About the sacraments 
Pau! says: 
"For by one spirit are we 


all baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be 
bond or free, and have ail been made 
to drink into one spirit, 
and again: 


"For we being many arc one bread and 
one body, for we arc all partakers 
that one bread." 


No brethren, tliese things all apply 


even to our General Council. We have- 
there not only the diversities referred 
to. bufaiso the unity. This unity, 
however, is not the same as uniform- 
ity although >.'veu the latter, as far 
as possible, is desirable. 


To illustrate the'" strength of Christ- 


ian unity, lot rue quote a few words 
from an author.
